Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. With the current drawings, the Examiner is 
unable to decipher or understand how and where the pivot arms are connected, which 
ends of the pivot arms slide and in what frame are they sliding, how the handle (when 
rotated) pivotally moves the leaf (window sash) and how the handle is connected to the 
elements to allow pivotal movement of the sash/leaf within the fixed frame? 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

As best understood, claims 1-15 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Neal et al. (3,101,135). Neal et al. (3,101,135) discloses a 
mounting unit for a window comprising a frame (1), a leaf (10) mounted to the frame and 
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movable from a closed position by at least one curved guiding mechanism (33 or 37) 
about a vertical axis (vertical and horizontal are relative terms and depending on how 
the window sash is mounted depends on which direction the pivot axis rotates about), at 
least one upper (17) and lower (18) guiding mechanism that slides within both the frame 
of the leaf/sash (1 0) and the frame (1 ) such that the frame is held in place when in an 
open position via multiple links (20, 21, and 22). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Several patents have been cited which disclose various types of 
linkages mounted between a sash/leaf and the frame similar to that of the applicant's 
invention.
